The following extract of a letter from M. Car- 
dinier, of Paris, to Judge Mason, Commissioner 
of Patents, dated April 30tb, 1857: 


SIR : I herewith present you my opinion, tor 
which you have done me the honor to ast, re- 
garding the practicability of extracting sugar 
from the Chinese sorgho, (Holciis Saccharatus 
of 
botanists.) 
This question being ot the greatest 
importance, it affords tne pleasure to perceive 
that the government of the United States is anx- 
ious to obtain a proper answer. 
Up to the pre- 
sent time it has been a subject of but little at- 
tention, oweing to tho commercial relation of 
the cane," in its conversion in alcobt)l—this be- 
ing more advantageous than its maiiuiacturo in- 
to sugar 
Aside from thio fact, it is not less true 
that from the sorgho crystallizable sugar can be 
extracted, similar in every respect to that made 
from the cane of the tropics. 
Of this 1 entertain 
tho greatest conviction, which is supported by 
authentic, though not very numerous, fdcts. 
1 
will not give you an exposition of the process to 
be applied for the purpose of obtaining this 
sugar, because it is the same as employed with 
the cane, which is well known; 
and further, 
because it ia only experience in goneral that 
can indicate the perfected improvements to be 
introduced into the manufacture. 
What I am 
able to advance in that stock of tho holcus 
saccharatus contains crystalizable sugar, with- 
out furnishing a greater quantity of molasses 
than the cane. 
An experiment made atVerriers, 
with Clerget's apparatus, showing the sorgho to 
•contain 17 per cent of sugar, of which thnre 'po; 
wore only lOi per cent, crystallizable.
